The California Department of Transportation (Caltrans) strongly urges travelers to drive
safely during the Thanksgiving weekend.

If you plan to travel to mountain
resorts, please listen to local stations for weather conditions and possible chain
requirements.

The California Highway Patrol (CHP) will be out in force this weekend and you can avoid
loss of time and money if you obey the traffic laws.  Caltrans appreciates your patience
and encourages you to drive safely and remember you may save your life and others by
slowing for the cone zone.
